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ONE THING THAT WAR MEANS. 


Publication of the war tax bill just present- 
ed in the house of representatives brings home 
directly to the people of America that war 
lays its mailed hand on everybody. While the 
•weight of it will fall more heavily upon some 
than upon others, there are none who can es- 
cape every part of the burden. 


The war tax bill now pending is designed 
• to produce annually one billion and eight hun- 
dred millions of revenue. That an extraordin- 
ary measure of taxation shall yield a yearly 
sum so large it is iiccessary to touch many 
things that cuter into daily life. The bill now 
in congress has been drawn with great consid- 
eration for sparing the daily necessaries com- 
mon to all the people. F'or a billion dollars of 
the revenue sought the rates are imposed on 
incomes, alcoholic drinks and tobacco. Of this 
sum almost three-fourths falls upon incomes. 
Tea and coffee have been added to the list and 
these constitute the things that may be de- 
scribed as true necessaries wliich are looked 
upon to produce a substantial revenue. Other 
things in the list, while in large part making 
up the accustomed and to some extent the 
necessary details of daily 
life, cannot 
be 
though of as indispensable to all classes of 
people. Things that essentially are luxuries 
or that may be considered merely as minister- 
ing to pleasure or amusement are brought ex- 
tensively within scope of the act and will be a 
source of heavy revenue. 


The war tax will not be popular. Xo tax 
ever is popular. Many persons 
and many 
classes of persons will think that they might 
have been dealt M'ith more leniently and that 
the heavier burdens might have been placed 
elsewhere with more justice. The tea and cof- 
fee taxes wiU come in for much lU'otest and 
complaint. "The breakfast table" tax has al- 
ways been regarded with a good deal of re- 
puganee in any land where the use of tea and 
sugar and coffee is common. It will be thought 
that wealth should be looked to for a greater 
contribution to the government's need of rev 
enuo. Such as may hold that view should keep 
well in mind that America's war has only be- 
gun. We are just starting to raise funds for 
a conflict that will tax the resources of the 
country to an extent no one can foresee. Be- 
fore we are well through with the critical bus- 
iness there is likely to be a conscription of 
wealth that will satisfy even the most radical. 
It is estimated that before the end of the first 
year of war the need will have come to just 
about double the seven billions the govern- 
ment already has been provided with in cred- 
its. The war taxes may have to be increased. 
The great incomes may have to be wholly con- 
fiscated above a reasonable limit. Everything 
that can be taxed may have to be taxed. All 
this will be determined by the government's 
necessities and these -will be ruled entirely by 
the length of the war.. 


There is no probability that the war taxes 
will be greatly complained of. The people 
of the country understand and appreciate the 
vast stresses war must put upon the govern- 
ment, and they will not quarrel with their bur- 
den, which it is as much a duty of patriotism 
to bear as it is to bear arms. Those who sup- 
port the tax should remember that it is only 
of their substance that they are required to 
give and not of their blood,. 


The tax bill has only come from the house- 
committee on ways and means. Its final pro- 
visions will not be determined until it has gone 
through the reshaping processes of house and 
senate. Some things now included will doubt- 
less be cut out, as some things not in it will 
doubtless be included. 
The retroactive tax 
on incomes wjll incite much contention and 
may be stricken out—not as imposing a bur- 
den that in itself is unjust, but as involving a 
distasteful principle. 


Whatever the war revenue bill may be like 
ts to detail when it is given its conclusive 
form, it will impress all the people of America 
with the fact that national jd^f^nse in a great 
• a d perilous 


have a mind to give the labor to. 


Just what the winter wheat yield will final- 
ly turn out to be it is impossible to say. From 
now on to the harvest time conditions may im- 
prove and bring a yield substantially better 
than, the prospect is, as that is seen by the 
government experts. 
The crop will be ap- 
proximately large enough for domestic needs 
—certainly so with conservative use—but it 
will leave little or none for export to nations 
that will need our grain more than we shall 
need it. Our allies in war must have food or 
we shall all go down together. 
America is 
the source from which they must in the main 
be supplied. 


To make up our own shortage and 
the 
world's shortage in cereal foodstuffs we must 
produce great crops of other foodstuffs that 
may be made to adequately supplement wheat. 
We must have a great crop of corn—both for 
human and animal consumption. 
We shall 
need all we can raise, no matter how great the 
yield. Foods of vegetable kind—specially the 
root varieties that keep well in storage—can 
be produced to any extent that the soil and 
labor can be found for. Potatoes, beets, car- 
rots, onions and the like are all winter foods 
and good foods. Every backyard in the coun- 
try is a potential potato patch. Every vacant 
lot in the land offers the possibilities of several 
additional bushels. There are millions of peo- 
ple who can grow some substantial qiiantity 
of these foodstuffs without taking a foot of 
soil from customary agricultural purposes and 
without robbing themselves of an hour at 
their regular employments. 


It is upon these resources that the country 
is largely depending this year for the sur- 
pluses that are to win the great war. Let the 
country but bring the half of a possible yield 
of garden truck and the wheat shortage will 
be so minimized as to hurt little. If 
other 
crops are permitted to be short when they may 
as well be sufficient, we shall suffer. We arc 
not going to have wheat enough if we depend 
on wheat. We shall have if avc make other 
foodstuffs share the burden wc arc accustomed 
to put o]i the wheatfields. 


The weather has been such as to make it 
still early enough to get truck crops seeded. 
Those who have made no arrangements as yet 
to have a backyard or vacant lot under culti- 
vation this summer ought now to lose no time. 
Do your bit to overcome the prospect of a 
serious shortage of wheat. 


The national government may commandeer 
all steel-producing concerns in the country 
that are not needed for producing ordnance, 
railway equipment and other accessories to 
war, if congress passes the biliion-dollar ship- 
ping bill as its leaders have promised shall be 
done. Before attempting to go very much far- 
ther with steps that cost money, perhaps it 
Avould be well for those officials in charge of 
the auditorium project to wait to see what is 
going to.happen—both as respects further rise 
of prices and the prospect of getting any de- 
liveries at all for structural steel. A penny 
saved now may be two or three earned next 
year .

PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTATION. 


(Copyright 1917 by John A. Lapp.) 


One very consoling phase of the proposed 
expenditure of a billion on ships to meet the 
submarine issue is that some of them will sur- 
vive, perhaps, and get America on the sea 
maps after the war as a maritime country. 
Still, those who have been opposed to that 
have the counter-consolation that perhaps the 
U-boats will not spare any of the billion-dollar 
issue of ships. 


Having been given an extra hour of day- 
light, the thing for Fort Wayne folks to do is 
to make use of it and at the same time not to 
consider that the shorter night imposes ob- 
ligation for more intensive cultivation of it.

The meaning of the term propor- 
tional representation is simple. It is 
merely that each group of people shall 
be represented in proportion to their 
numbers. 
W^e have already seen how 
the 
legislative 
districts 
have 
been 
formed to give equal representation 
to each geographical unit. 
The next 
thing is to see that political groups 
may be equally represented. 


We do not have proportional lepre- 
sentation at the present time. 
The 
majority party gets all of the repre- 
sentatives from 
a 
district and the 
minority none. The legislative candi- 
date of one political 
party may re- 
ceive 5,500 votes 
and 
his opponent 
5,200. 
The former is elected and th(i 
fifty-five 
hundred voters have a rep- 
x-esentative while the 
fifty-two 
hun- 
dred voters have none. 
The idea be- 
hind 
proportional 
representation 
i.s 
that the minority should have repre- 
sentation in proportion to its strengtii. 


Another example %vill illustrate the 
idea in the case of political parties. 
The progressive 
party in 1912 cast 
more than four million votes and 
elected only about twenty congreás- 
men. 
If they were proportionally rep- 
resented, they would have had nearly 
one-third of the body. 
In Indiana in 
191.2 the progressive party polled over 
160,000 votes and yet elected only one 
representative and one senator. 
The 
socialists 
and 
prohibitionists 
have 
each 
polled 
large 
votes, 
but 
have 
scarcely had any 
repi'esentation in 
state or nation. 


Given In concrete form proportional 
representation means that if ^ e r;3- 
publicans cast two-flfths of the vote 
of the state, the democrats two-fifths, 
the socialists one-tenth and the pi-o- 
hibitionists one-tenth, then the repub- 
licans 
and 
democrats 
should ^ each 
have two-fifths of one hundred repre- 
sentatives or forty and the socialists 


I and prohibitionists should each have 
five. 


How is this result to be obtained? 
At the outset it must be assumed that 
no system Avould provide an exact di- 
vision. 
An approximation is all that 
can be expected. 


There are several systems providing 
roughly for proportional representa- 
tion and a brief description will be 
given'. 


The 
Illinois constitution 
provides 
for proportional representation in the 
house of representatives as follows^ 
The state is divided into fifty districts 
and each district elects three repre- 
sentatives. 
A voter has three votes. 
He may cast one for each candidate 
or two for one and one for another 
or tlie whole three may be cast for 
one candidate. 
By voting all their 
votes for one candidate, a minority 
party may elect one when under the 
old system the whole three would be 
elected by the larger party. 


This system is known as the mul- 
tiple vote system. It has been severe- 
ly criticised in Illinois because 
the 
parties have often fixed it so that only 
three candiflate.s were in the field ani 
the people had no choice. 
The ma- 
jority pai ty took two and the minor- 
ity party one. 
The system has, how- 
ever, caused the minority to be much 
better represented and in many cases 
the smaller parties have elected their 
candidates. 


A more elaborate plan is that 'n 
operation In Ashtabula, Ohio, for the 
election of the seven members of the 
council. 
By the plan each voter has 
one vote and in addition he may vote 
for his second choice. 
So far the pro- 
cess is simple. The difficulties comc 
in counting, but they are easily over- 
come. 
The 
process 
is 
as 
follows: 
Suppose that there are seven candi- 
dates and tlie number of votes cast

is 3,500, then the quota required for 
election is 500 votes. 
Any group of 
people or party which can cast 500 
votes will elect 
one candidate. 
If 
there are seven groups, each of which 
can cast 500 votes, then each of the 
groups elect one member. 
But on 
the ballot it is not likely to come out 
with 
such 
exactness. 
Suppose 
tha 
two leading candidates get 550 and 
525 votes respectively and all the rest 
fall below 500. 
Then the extra flfty 
and twenty-five votes of the two lead- 
ing candidates are divided among the 
others according as they were cast for 
second choice. 
If any candidate then 
has the requh'ed 500, he is declared 
elected. .If not, then the lowest man 
is dropped and his second choice votes 
are divided for the others as cast. 
Then the next lowest man is dropped 
until seven candidates have the re- 
quired 500 votes or until only seven 
are left, who are declared elected. 


The trial of this system at Ashta- 
bula has apparently proven very suc- 
cessful in giving representation in the 
council to each substantial group iu 
the city. 


In order to apply the proportional 
idea in electing the state legislature, 
it would be necessary to divide the 
state into small districts, each of which 
would elect three or more members 
either by the Illinois plan or the Ash- 
tubula plan. 
Thus the state could be 
divided into twenty districts each to 
elect five representatives. 
No 
state 
has tried out the complete plan as 
practiced in Ashtabula, 
but several 
foreign countries, notably some of the 
Australian provinces, have done 
so 
with success.

as Mineral Carrier 


Since cress is accounted as next to 
spinach as a carrier of minerals and on 
the whole is m u c h easier to manage, we 
should try to u.se it often. 
As an anti- 
dote to certain evils arising f r o m tlie 
t)vereating of some kinds of m e a t it is 
probably Invaluable and some believe 
it should nev'er l)e cooked 
oi- 
even 
served with a .salad dressing. 
Yet it 
is quite another tiling witii a F r e n c h 
dressing and h a n d s o m e and stimulat- 
ing salad service comes with its use. 


There a r e various ways of 
m a k i n g 
cress cream soup and when cooked we 
do not need to go to quite as great 
lengths in purifying it as when we eat 
it raw. 


Whatever may be the soup base we 
must clean the cress and a f t e r it has 
lieen washed in sufficient waters t h e 
best way to cook it is in a small cov- 
ered utensil with no more water t h a n 
clings to it when we lift it f r o m the last 
rinsing water and over a bit of 
fire.

UNITED STATES TO MUSTER FOUR MILLION BOYS FOR WORK ON 


FARMS. 


(By Gilson 
Garihier.) 


Washington. 
D. C., May 10.—For 
the first time in hi.story the i)ower of 
the boy to serve a part in war has 
been recognized and the 4,000,000 boy.s 
of t h e country, old enough to -work and 
under military age, are to be mul>ilized 
b y , t h e department of labor and sent 
into the fields 
to supjilement 
farm 
labor in response to President Wil-' 
son's appeal. 


The boy army is now forming. Not 
a minute is to be wasted. 
(lovernui-.s 
of all states are members of a com- 
mittee which 
will supervise this big 
effort. 


AVilliam Edwin Hall, of New York, 
experienced 
in boy movements 
as 
president of the Boys' club federation, 
is national director and every organi- 
zation of boys, from the Y'. M. C. A. 
and boy scouts to the most 
obscure 
city athlete club 
or village 
Sunday 
school are to be co-ordinated in one 
vast army 
which 
will have 
as its 
slogan: 
"I-'eed the figluei-s and those 
they have left at home." 


The name of the oi-ganization is the 
United States Boys' Working 
reserve. 


The spirit of the reserve is that the 
boys in it are to be animated by the 
s a m e high scrvicc motive as those who 


go out to fight. There is a significance 
in the hoe and the rake this 
year 
something akin to 42-centimeter guns. 


The reserve is to be administered by 
public-spirited Jnon with headgvuirters 
in the following cities: 


Boston, 
New York, 
Phila(!elphia, 
Baltinjore, Atlanta, N e w Orleans, St. 
Louis, 
Kaiisas 
City or Omaha, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago, 
St. Paul, 
Denvei-, 
Seattle, 
San I'rancisco, Los Angeles 
and Houston. 


Thei'e will Ijc directors in each state. 
They will oi)erate with state 
defense 
councils. 
.Mayors of cities will appoint 
local committees. 
Fach of these must 
include jihysiciaiis 
to examine 
boys, 
quartermasters to arrange cajnps. tent 
etiuii)ment, commissary, co(.»k and siiii- 
plies, proiier camp sit<s and amuso- 
jiient for boys in camp, a man to ar- 
i-angc for transportation, and others 
for jjhysii'aV ti'aining, enrollment ami 
organization. 


A boy must bi> IG years of age, i;ass 
a physical examination, lie free of dis- 
ease anil come with consent of )iarents 
or emi)Ioye'r. 
ilc- wil! be sworn 
into 
service and must agree faithluliy to 
j)erform liis duties. 
A boy will sign 
for a sjiecilied 
time and for «-crtain 
work. 


When a boy enrolls he will i-ei'eive 


a badge bearing the seal of the United 
States 
and the 
ijiscription, 
"Boys' 
Working Reserve, U. S. A." 
At the 
end of his period of service, if worthy, 
he will receive a bar to be attached to 
the 
badge 
inscribed: 
"Honorable 
Sei-vice, 11» 17." 


The w a g e of boys will vary, 
with 
different kinds of work in different lo- 
calities. 
No boy will be permitted to 
work m(n'e than eight hours a tiaj'. 


After enrollment the boys will be 
sent out in squads of not more than 
2ÍJ, led by a competent man. 


When 
labor is needed the depart- 
ment of agriculture m a y notify the 
department of labor and the national 
director will assign a force. 
The boys 
will go where needed. 
Arrangements 
for pay will be made by the leader 
and each boy will contribute for his 
))oa rd. 


It is the iiolicy of the i-eserve, ac- 
cording to Diiector Hall, not to dis- 
turb 
existing 
industrial 
conditions, 
ííoys whose employci's need them can- 
not l)e enrolled. 
School officials are 
cx|)cct0d to act to release boys for this 
service.

"The plan is to nuike

Brlti.sh ieles in 1901, and returned without 
meeting defeat. Also, he is the only man 
who has twice won the grand American 
handicap. Therefore he la an authority on 
the subject on which he writes). 


Never has there been such a general in- 
dorsement of any line of sport as has been 
accorded to trapshooting in the past two 
years. This is certainly along the lines of 
preparedness. 


Knowledge of the use and handling of 
firearm.s eliminates at least two-thirds of 
tiie time in training camps. In the days of 
the Puritan fathers each and every one 
was in a great measure dependent upon 
"his skill for the necessities of life and the 
rifle was the recognized "meal ticket." 


To this preparedness was due our suc- 
cess as a nation in the war of 1776, also 
1812. 
Hence it is up to each and every 
American citizen to encourage the rising 
generation to learn to shoot. 


The disappearance of game and the de- 
sire to protect and propagate same that 
our fields and lakes may be replenished 
makes it necessary for citizens of today to 
practice at the traps. 
There they are 
taught to handle a gun and shoot and ac- 
quire a confidence in themselves that can 
be obtained in no other way. 


Park commissioners of many cities who 
have taken the time or trouble to investi- 
gate trapshooting have set apart in the 
parks certain tracts decidated to trap- 
shooting, thus doing their mite toward the 
organization of an efficient standing army 
that is not under pay or in any way ob- 
jectionable. 


Smokeless powder has been so perfected 
that objectionable smoke and noise have 
been almost entirely eliminated. There is 
no danger from the shot, as they carry but 
a limited dislance. 
The care in handling 
guns is such that an accident never occurs 
on a shooting ground. 
Park commission- 
ers of Chicago, New York, Milwaukee, 
Kansas City, Seattle, Jacksonville, 111., 
Omaha and several other cities have ar- 
ranged for trap shooting In the parks. 


Let our parks have a tract set apart for 
ehootlng. Let U8 aid Uncle Sam by educat- 
ing a standing army of trained and effi- 
cient men. If one knows how to shoot ac- 
curately the hardest part of training is 
done. 
Camp routine and drills are not 
difficult after shooting is mastered.

•ernor and ..snator, Is 


Dead at 70 Years. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, May 10.—Joseph 


B*uaou Jforaker, former United States 
•nmtor from Ohio, lawyer, orator, sol- 
dier and citizen, died at his home here 
today aged 70 years. 


Former Senator Foraker had been 


in poor health since his retirement 
from the senate in 100!). but it was not 
until J.WO weeks ago that he was forced 
to his bed and his condition was not 
ionsldered critical until last night. 


Mr. Foraker was twice elected and 


likewise twice defeated in races for the 
governorship of Ohio, while he served 
two terms in the United States senate 
from 1807 to 1009. He had the honor 
of presenting the name of William Mc- 
Kinley to the republican national con- 
vention in 1896 and 1000.

and there and making valuable head- 
way in preparing the ground for tho 
next push. 


One of theese effective local opera* 


tions was carried out last night after 
a German counter attack in force had 
been repulsed in the region northeast 
of Craonne. A fortified point of sup- 
port near Chcvroux was captured in 
this advance. 


In another operation, Just to the 


west, on the Vauclerc plateau north- 
ern slopes, the recent French gains 
were enlarged 
and prisoners taken 


from a fresh German division. 


The enormous concentration of Ger- 


man divisions on the British front and 
the marked Increase in gun power give 
added significance to the reports that 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg is with- 
drawing both men and artillery from 
the eastern area. The disorganization 
of the Russian army has apparently 
had a very serious effect on tho whole 
allied situation and has materially in- 
creased the burdens imposed on the 
British and French. 


The news from Russia is far from 


reassuring in any respect and appar- 
ently the provisional government is 
still in a precarious position. There 
are no marked developments in the 
other war theaters. Fighting on tho 
Macedonian front goes on with con- 
flicting reports from the rival camps, 
but nothing as yet to tell whether a 
movement In force is under way. De- 
sultory fighting is reported from the 
Italian front, but Rome gives no sign 
that :i resumption of a drive on Trieste 
in in prospect.

That America will have a short wheat crop 


this year is proved and admitted. This situa-, 
tion, bad as it is, need not be a calamity. What 
we cannot have in white bread we can have in 
something else. The possibilities for food in- 
crease in. this land are without limit and any 
limit that may be established will he fixed by 
the people themselves. To state the matter in 
other words, the people can produce as much 


of other kinds than winter wheat as they 


ONE THING THAT WAR MEANS. 


Publication of the war tax bill just present- 


ed in the house of representatives brings home 
directly to the people of America that war 
lays its mailed hand on everybody: While the 
weight of it will fall more heavily upon some 
than upon others, there are none who can es- 
cape every part of the burden. 


The war tax bill now pending is designed 


to produce annually one billion and eight Imn- 
dred millions of revenue. That an extraordin- 
ary measure of taxation shall yield a yearly 
sum so large it is necessary to touch many 
things that enter into daily life. The bill now 
in congress has been drawn with great consid- 
eration for sparing the daily necessaries com- 
mon to all the people. For a billion dollars of 
the revenue sought the rates are imposed on 
incomes, alcoholic drinks and tobacco. Of this 
sum almost three-fourths falls upon incomes. 
Tea and coffee have been added to the list and 
these constitute the things that may be de- 
scribed as true necessaries which are looked 
•upon to produce a substantial revenue. Other 
things in the list, while in large part making 
up the accustomed and to some extent the 
necessary details of daily life, cannot 
be 


though of as indispensable to nil classes of 
people. Things that essentially arc luxuries 
or that may be considered merely as minister- 
ing to pleasure or amusement arc brought ex- 
tensively within scope of the act and will be a 
source of heavy ro.vomic. 


The war tax will not bo popular. . No tax 


ever is popular. Many persons and many 
classes of persons .will think that they might j 
have been dealt with more leniently and that 
the heavier burdens might have been placed 
elsewhere with more justice. The tea and cof- 
fee taxes will come in for much protest and 
complaint. "The breakfast table" tax lias al- 
ways been regarded with a good deal of re- 
pugance in any land where the use of ten, and 
sugar and coffee is common. It will he thought 
that wealth should be looked to for a greater 
contribution to the government's need of rev- 
enue. Such as may hold that view should keep 
well in mind thnt America's Avar has only be- 
gun. We aro just starting to raise funds for 
a conflict that will tax the resources of the 
country to an extent no one can foresee. Be- 
fore we are well through with the critical bus- 
iness there is likely to be a conscription of 
wealth that will satisfy even the most radical. 
It is estimated that before the end of the first 
year of war the need will have come to just 
about double the seven billions the govern- 
ment already has been provided with in cred- 
its. The war taxes may have to be increased. 
The great incomes may have to be wholly con- 
fiscated above a reasonable limit. Everything 
that can be taxed may have to be taxed. All 
this will he determined by the government's 
necessities and these will be ruled entirely by 
the length of the war. 


There is no probability that the war taxes 


will be greatly complained of. The people 
of the country understand and appreciate the 
vast stresses war must put upon the govern- 
ment, and they will not quarrel with their bur- 
den, which it is as much a duty of patriotism 
to bear as it is to bear arms. Those %vho sup- 
port the tax should remember that it is only 
of their substance that they are required to 
give and not of their blood. 


The tax bill has only come from the house 


committee on ways and means. Its final pro- 
visions will not be determined until it has gone 
through the reshaping processes of house and 
senate. Some things now included will doubt- 
less be cut out, as some things not in it %vill 
doubtless be included. The retroactive tax 
on incomes will incite much contention and 
may be stricken out—not as imposing a bur- 
den that in itself is unjust, but as involving a 
distasteful principle. 


Whatever the war revenue bill may be like 


as to detail when it is given its conclusive 
form, it will impress all the people of America 
with the fact that national defense in a great 
and perilous crisis trumpets its call into every 


Just what the winter wheat yield will final- 


ly turn out to be it is impossible to say. From 
now on to the harvest time conditions may im- 
prove and bring a yield substantially better 
than the prospect is, as that is seen by the 
government experts. 
The crop will be ap- 


proximately large enough for domestic needs 
—certainly so with conservative use—but it 
will leave little or none for export to nations 
that will need our grain more than we shall 
need it. Our allies in war must have food or 
we shall all go down together. America is 
the source from which they must in the main 
be supplied. 


To make up our own shortage and the 


world's shortage in cereal foodstuffs we must 
produce great crops of other foodstuffs that; 
may be made to adequately supplement wheat. 
We must have a great crop of corn—both for 
human and animal consumption. We shall 
need all we can raise, no matter how great the 
yield. Foods of vegetable kind—specially the 
root varieties that keep well in storage—can 
be produced to any extent that the soil and 
labor can be found for. Potatoes, beets, car- 
rots, onions and the like are all winter foods 
and good foods. Every backyard in the coun- 
try is a potential potato patch. Every vacant 
lot in the land offers the possibilities of several 
additional bushels. There are millions of peo- 
ple who can grow some substantial quantity 
of these foodstuffs without taking a foot of 
soil from customary agrictdtural purposes and 
without robbing themselves of an hour at 
their regular employments. 


It is upon these resources that the country 


is largely depending this year for the sur- 
pluses that arc to win the great war. Let the 
country but bring the half of a possible yield 
of garden truck and the wheat shortage will 
be so minimized as to hurt little. If other 
crops arc permitted to be short when they may 
as well be sufficient, we shall suffer. Wo arc 
not going to have wheat enough if we depend 
on when!. Wo shall have if we make other 
foodstuffs shanj the burden wo are accustomed 
to put, on the whcatfields. 


The weather has been such as to make it 


still early enough 1o get truck crops seeded. 
Those who have made no arrangements as 3*et. 
to have a backyard or vacant, lot under culti- 
! ration this summer ought now to lose no time.

Then the extra fifty 
and twonty-fivo votos of the two lead- 
ing candidates are divided among the 
others according as they were cast for 
sccond choice. If nny candidate then 
has the required BOO, ho in declared 
elected. If not. then tho lowest man 
is dropped and his second choice votes 
aro divided for tho others as cost 
Then tho next lowest man is dropped 
until seven candidates have the re- 
quired BOO votes or until only seven 
aro left, who aro declared elected. 


The trial of this system at Ashta- 


bula has apparently proven very sue- - 
ccssful In giving representation in tho 
council to each substantial group in 
the city. 


In order to apply tho proportional 


idea In electing tho state legislature. 
It would be necessary to divide the 
state into small districts, each of which 
would elect threo or more members 
either by tho Illinois plan or the Ash- 
tubula plan. Thus tho state could be 
divided into twenty districts each tu 
elect five representatives. No state 
has tried out the complete plan as 
practiced in Ashtabula, 
but several 


foreign countries, notably some of the 
Australian provinces, have done so 
with success..

as Mineral Carrier 


Since cress i.s accounted as next to 


•spinach as a carrier of minerals and on 
he whole is much easier to manage, wo 
should try to use it often. As an unti- 
,lotc to certain evils arising from the 
nvereating of some kinds of meat It Is 
probably Invaluable and some bcllevo 
t should never be cooked or even 
icrveil with a. ssilad dressing. 
Vet It 


is nulte another thing with it French 
dressing and hsindsome and stimulat- 
ing salad service comes with Its use. 


There are various ways of making 


cress cream soup and when cooked we 
do not need to go to quite as great 
lengths In purifying It as when we cat 
it rsiw.

must clean the cress and after It has 
been washed In sufficient waters the 
best way to cook it is In a small cov- 
c-cd utensil -with no more water thsin 
clings to It when wo lift It from the last' 
rinsing wnter and over n. bit of (Ire.

A rico base which will give a thin 


.ind g*'tv n soup is prepared as follows: 
Hoi! for twenty or thirty minutes rlco 
In water In the proportion ot one 
rounding tablespoonful of rice to csich 
cup of wsitcr and one sllco of onion to 
these proportions. Add the chopped 
cress, butter to taste, and salt, stnd 
about four tablespoonfuls of mlllc. or 
belter, cream, to your mind.

and serve. 
When the part In thu 


strainer is very much mashed it may 
he put inlo the soup rather than 
thrown away. 


Of course, rice water might be used 


if yon cook rice that way. 


Another base for one bunch of cress
